Michael Sacco is the President of the 
Seafarers International Union of North 
America, AFL-CIO, a federation of 18 
autonomous unions representing 80,000 
merchant mariner, industrial, service 
and government workers, and others in 
various professions. He was elected 
to this position by the SIUNA executive 
board in 
June 1988. 


Mr. Sacco is also 
the President of 
his home union, 
the SIUNA, an. 
affiliated Seati 
Internationa 
Union Atlantic, 
Gulf, Lakes 

and Inland 
Waters District 
(AGLIWD). The districts membership 
is composed of mariners, boatmen and 
fishermen working aboard US. flag deep 
sea ships, Great Lakes vessels and inland 
waters and harbor boats. 


In November 1991, at its Nineteenth
